Far Worse Than 


American Heavy 


Is the French villain far worse 
than the American? 

George Siegmann, Universal heavy, 
who is now portraying the featured 
characterization of Hardquanonne in 
“The Man Who Laughs,” is trying 
earnestly to solve the problem. 


Cinematically speaking, Siegmann 
has been “merciless” for years. In

THE COMPANIONATE MARRIAGE. 
By Judge Ben Lindsey and Wain- 
wright Evans. Bon! & Liveright, 
New Tork. 


While the main contention of this 
much-discussed book is one that few 


liberal-minded people can find shock- 
ing, some of the ideas of the judge of 
the Juvenile Court of Denver may 
well cause alarm in the dove cotes. 

Companionate marriage, as defined 
in the preface of the volume, is 
“legal marriage, with legalized birth 
control, and with the right to divorce 
by mutual consent for childiess cou- 
ples, usually without payment of all- 
mony.” Omitting the legalized part 
of the birth control, we realize that 
companionate marriage is now in 
these United States an established 
fact. Even the usually without pay- 
ment of alimony” clause holds good, 
providing we place the emphasis on 
“without payment.” To be sure, ali- 
mony is still awarded by upright 
judges, but when there are no chi- 
dren the ex-wife usually finds that 
payment is so elusive that new dig- 
gings become essential. 

But Judge Lindsey's basic effort is 
not to advocate companionate mar- 
riage, but to persuade his readers that 
“we should put an end to this hypo- 
critical pretense, under which we pro- 
fess one thing and do another: that 
the companionate marriage, now 
largely monopolized by educated peo- 
ple who understand scientific contra- 
ception, and who can employ skilled 
lawyers in the obtaining of collusive 
divorces, ought to be made legally 
and openly available to all people 
particularly to the poor and the so- 
clally unfit, who need it most.” 

In short, we should revise our laws 
so as to make the dissemiration of 
birth-control information legal and 
to permit of openly collusive divorce 
between —— couples. 

This would mean the recognition 
of two classes of marriage. The first

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Sierra Wadre “Vtstons tn Botanic den 


| i 
HE LITTLE municipality of Sierra Madre 
is to be congratulated heartily, in that it 

has a group of men and women with suffi- 
cient vision, faith, and courage to put across 
the project of an Arboretum and Botanic 
Garden, without waiting for large appropria- 
tions, or making “drives” for funds. Sierra 
Madre’s Botanical Society has bad an end 
in view, and has worked steadily, persis- 
tently, toward that end. 

Someone had vision enough to see the 
possibilities of Bailey Canyon, which winds 
deep into the mountains, while on the th, 
toward the town, it opens out into a w 
level space, admirable for experimental 
grounds, for the site of an administration 
building, open to the south, and as a place 
for the growing of tender things—tropical 
and sub-tropical plants. The sheltered slopes 
of the hillside make many types of vege 
tation possible, and as one climbs the can- 
yon, going higher and higher, the flora and 
silva change for those of the higher alti- 
tudes. Indeed, it would be hard to find the 
plant (except arctic ones), that could. not 
be fitted with a situation fairly to its liking 
in Bailey Canyon. 

It was the appreciation of its horticultural 
possibilities, and also the realization that 
this use of the lovely canyon would save it 
forever to the town as a place of beauty 


and enlightenment, that inspired Sierra 


Madre's Botanical Society with its zeal. An- 
other canyon, nearer the town and originally 
just as beautiful as Bailey Canyon, has been 
“developed cut up into tiny holdings—and 
its possibilities as a delightful place of rec- 
reation annihilated. Witnessing the fate of 
this canyon, undoubtedly added resolution to 
the zeal, and a sort of “curfew-shall-not- 
ring-tonight" enthusiasm to the society's de- 
termination that Bailey Canyon should tes 
tify to the Community's love of nature and 
of plants, rather than to its haste to indulge 
in the favorite California game of “turp-a- 
penny-in-real-estate.”’ | 

At all events, through sympathetic inte 
est of property owners, through public- 
spirited bequest, and through cooperation 
from the city fathers, the canyon became 
the possession of the Sierra Madre Botanical 
Seciety. Water rights were obtained, and 
work begins with the autumn planting sea- 
son. 

The Sierra Madre Botanic Garden is also 
interesting in that it is to be a matter of 
growth and evoiution, rather than of fiat 
creation. School boys and girls are to have 
a hand in it; groups of Boy Scouts and 
Camp-fire girls will do some of the planting. 
This autumn they are sowing wild flower 
seed. If the plants that come up need re- 
arrangement later, that can be done. One of 
the first underiakings has been the making 
of a trail leading far up the canyon, so that 
folk may acquaint themselves with it. 

Extraordinary,-when one comes to think 
of it, and most heartening to the layman, is 
the amount of admirable work for horticul- 
ture accomplished by people to whom it is 
a sde-line and a hobby, while they earn 
their living at something else. Had it not 
been for Bishop Taylor's interest in trees, 
the eucalyptus might have stayed in its 
native Australia. The missionary, William 
Corey; began and carried on a noted botanic 
garden in India, and, when dying, bis chief 
concern was that the garden would, in the 
hands of his successor, be neglected. Heury 
Laurens, Franklin's associate in the embassy 
to the court of France, began a botanic gar- 
den in Charleston, South Carolina— small, of 
course, but it was very interesting. and the 
memory of it still lingers. ' 

Another point peculiarly interesting about 
the Sierra Madre garden. which should be 
mest encouraging to any communityndhat 
desires to follow her example, is that neither 
plan, nor project, nor vision, was in the first 
case that of a professional, ough pro- 
and distinguished hogficulturists 
a-plenty have come in since te and en- 
courage. We are apt.to think that only the 
horticulturaliy erudite can attempt such a 
thing. Inevitably, folk engaged in such a 
project become horticulturally erudite be- 
fore they finish, and they may call in the 
services of one or another learned in this or 
that branch to aid in labeling or in placing. 
Professor Char es Sprague Sargent once to!d 
me that he hadn't the slightest idea, when 
he first became interested in trees, of be- 
coming “an authority,” but that, he was in- 
. terested, kept on being interested, and afer 
a while found himself “fairly well versed in 
dendrology.” as he expressed it. “Ten years’ 
work at anything will make one an expert,” 
he said. 

The Sierra Madre garden has wonderfully 
interesting possibilities, of which no doubt 
those who are planning it will avail them- 
selves. The infinite varie'y of landscape, of 
exposure, of altitude in the canyon, fairly 
“holler” for what one might call a dramati- 
zation of the botanical story. Our exhibi- 
tions are becoming more and more dramatic. 
At the museums of natural history, wherein, 
years ago, curators and directors were con 
tent and proud to display stuffed animals, 
ranged regularly, like crockery, on a shelf, 
they now do very differently.

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ROWING apples unexcelled in quality 

even by the best produced in Northern 
California, Oregon or the Ozark Mountain 
region and distributing them under its own 
brand to all parts of the Southwest is one 
of the little-known features of the City of 
Los Angeles’s agricultural and horticultural 
operations in the Owens Valley. This de- 
velopment will be surprising news to most 
of the people of Los Angeles. Wherever 
the official fruit label of the great metropo- 
lis has become known it is accepted as a 
guaranty of high standard. No other mu- 
nicipality on the globe is engaged in a 
similar enterprise. 

The fruit-raising activities are confined 
principally to Manzanar, in the southern 
end of the valley, between Independence 
and Lone Pine. This community, in the ev- 
ening shadows of Mt. Williamson, one of 
America’s loftiest and most picturesque 
peaks, is a distinctive unit from the ranch- 
ing standpoint. Its name is derived from 
the Spanish word “manzana,” for “apple,” 
and that has been the main output, but va- 
rious other lines of crops, some of them new 
to the region, are coming to the fore. Man- 
zanar, walled in by the majestic Sierra Ne- 
vada on the west and the towering Inyo 
Range on the east, is one of the most inter- 


Can Sympathize With Growers—Makes Killing on Apples One Year, 
Frost Gets Em Next—Thinks Other Crops Safer Than Fruit—

low in view of the fact that Owens Valley 
apples seem to remain in tip-top shape aft- 
er those from some other sections go into 
a state of decay. Supt. Christopher laid the 
matter before the Board of Water and Pow- 
er Commissioners with his recommendations 
and arrangements were made at once for 
the city to pack and store its stock instead 
of sacrificing. 

For the protection of tenants the farm su- 
perintendent bargained with the fruit con- 
cern.to handle their output on consignment, 
the company advancing $1 a box to cover 
picking, packing material and freight costs; 
and with a Los Angeles cold storage plant 
to hold the apples at the season rate of 25 
cents per box up to June 15, this year, stor- 
age payable at the time of sale. The pack- 
ing season started about September 20, 1926, 
at Los Angeles’ Manzanar establishment, 
and lasted between five and six eeks, 
more than twenty persons being employed 
during that time. Very little of the smaller

fruit was used owing to market conditions. 
Later this was found to have been a mis- 
take, a good demand for small winesaps 
making itself manifest through May, June 
and July. 

When the time appeared propitious, about 
April 1, the fruit company was instructed to 
proceed .with the selling. The largest and 
choicest fruits were disposed of first be- 
cause the former will not keep for as long 
a period as the smaller sizes. Thus it hap- 
pened that the medium and smaller fruits 
— a higher net figure than the very 


How successfully the whole method 
worked out is shown by the fact that the 
city netted $1.05 per box for the fruit de- 
livered at the packing-house instead of the 
50 cents which would have been realized by 
sale in September, 1926. The tenants net- 


ted 90 cents, or 15 cents less than the mu- 


nicipality, because they needed their money

Speaking in round numbers Los Angeles 
took in $40,000 for its Manzanar fruits and 
the expenses were $30,000, leaving a profit 
of $10,000. Other farm yields brought the 
profits from the Manzanar district up to 
$14,134.47, interest and taxes not considered. 
Twenty tons of hay was sold in the stack 
for $12 per ton and 235 tons, worth the 
same price, furnished for consumption on 
the city’s construction works at the Haiwee 
generating plant, the Tinemaha dam and 
elsewhere along the Aqueduct. Plenty of 
fruit was also supplied the various city 
camps in season. 

OTHER CROPS SURER 

Orchardists undoubtedly will be interest- 
ed, for the purpose of comparison, in the 
detailed figures of costs to the municipality 
and its tenants—a total of $1 per box after 
delivery to the packing-house. The items 
are: Box made up, 20 cents; label and 
wraps, 6 cents; grading and packing, 20 
cents; trucking thirteen miles to the stand- 
ard-guage railroad at Lone Pine station, 6 
cents; freight to Los Angeles, 19 cents; 
cold storage, average, 26 cents; charge on 
equipment, 2 cents, and miscellaneous, I 
cent.

esting farm spots conceivable. It lies about 
225 miles north of Los Angeles on El Cami- 
no Sierra, the California trunk of the Na- 
tional Roosevelt Mifiland Trail, and now a 
State highway. 

There are approximately 300 acres of or- 
chard, the major portion of which has not 
yet attained a full-production stage. Two- 
thirds of this is directly cared for by the 
city itself under the supervision of Farm 
Superintendent Victor N. Christopher, the 
remaining 100 acres of trees being leased. 
The tenants get the full benefit of the farm 
superintendent’s experience and ability 
and this has proved of substantial value to 
them, especially in the preparation of the 
fruit for market and the manner of disposal. 
The unusual distance from the nearest cen- 
ter brings up difficult problems of packing, 
storage, freighting and sales commissions. 
The group system solved these most easily, 
efficiently and profitably. A Los Angeles 
company handled last year’s entire output 
satisfactorily. In the circumstances the 
procedure was out of the ordinary. 


Manzanar’s 1926 yield, for which the final 
returns came along but a few weeks ago, 
amounted to fifty-five carloads, including 
six of peaches, twelve of Bartlett pears and 
all the rest apples. The latter, mostly 
winesaps, with some delicious and Arkan- 
sas Blacks, were not sold until late the past 
spring and the last of them not until Aug- 
ust, eleven months after having been 
placed in storage. They stood up so re- 
markably well that they were in excellent 
condition virtually a year after picking. This 
speaks volumes for the winesap. The city's 
crop made 18,650 boxes and that of the ten- 
ants 7350—a total of 26,000 boxes. Through 
good management the financial results were 
pleasing all around. 

IT PAID TO WAIT | 

The apple harvest generally was 80 
abundant last year that there was no dis- 
position on the part of buyers to stock up, 
all reports indicating that a surplus would 
pile up. The consequence was that a maxi- 
mum figure of 75 cents per box was offered 
for large size, extra fancy, delivered at the 
city’s Manzanar packing-house, the buyer 
to do the grading and packing and furnish 
all materials.

EAD lettuce is now the leading vegeta- 
H ble crop produced for carlot ship- 

ment in, California, and with other 
States taking up the popular salad special- 
ty, carlot shipments from west of the Rock- 
ies now total close to 40,000 cars annually. 
The history of the spectacular growth in 
the production and marketing of this com- 
modity has often been told in these col- 
umns, but recently the Federal-State Co-op- 
erative Crop Reporting service issued data 
which forcefully emphasize the expansion 
of the industry. These figures also tell the 
story of California’s aggressive entry into 
the larger consuming centers, a move which 
has resulted in Eastern “Big Boston” and 
leaf lettuce growers being practically un- 
able to hold their markets. 


In 1918, the area devoted to head lettuce 
in California amounted to 7140 acres, and 
by 1926 it had increased to 65,100 acres. 
The 1927 plantings, not as yet reliably re- 
corded, are greatly in excess of this figure. 
Although head lettuce was first only grown 
in Los Angeles county, and shipped princi- 
pally during the late spring and late fall, 
the Imperial Valley took up winter produc- 
tion in 1915, and in 1921 the coastal dis- 
tricts, such as Guadalupe, Watsonville, and 
Salinas, were developed for spring, sum- 
mer and fall shipment. This year, the ship- 
ments from all other districts will greatly 
exceed the Imperial Valley total. Twenty- 
four California counties are producing head 
lettuce commercially, with six counties in 
heavy production. In addition to this, oth- 
er Western States, principally’ Arizona, 
Washington, Colorado and Idaho, have taken 
up the growing of head lettuce, especially 
for the summer markets. 


The Big Boston is the principal lettuce 
grown in Eastern districts, with leaf let- 
tuce also produced under glass. In

Eastern growers are inclined to chafe 
under the competition offered by Western 


head lettuce. But it must be remembered. t 


that since the inception of the Iceberg type, 
consumption of lettuce has increased sever- 
al hundred per cent, and if the eastern 
grower, being closer to the big markets and 
having the benefit of established trade, 
could not cash in on this new demand, the 
trouble lies with him. The eastern grow- 
er has never taken standardization serious- 
ly, and for this reason, the trade feels safer 
with the western product. 

It is already apparent that the carlot ship- 
ments of lettuce for the calendar year 1927 
from western districts will exceed those of 
1926, when 32,220 cars were shipped from 
California and Arizona alone. Both quality 
and price were variable, however, and al- 
though the total return should exceed that 
of the 1926 deal, there were losses in sever- 
al districts. 

In reviewing the 1927 western head let- 
tuce deal, we should start with the Imperial 
Valley movement. Owing to excessive ac 
reage, there was a heavy overproduction, 
with little market, and low prices ruling. In 
addition to this, adverse weather conditions 
during the growing season were responsible 
for a high cost of unit production, thus cut- 
ting down chances of profit even on higher 
priced cars. Taking it by and large, the 
deal. was a “headache,” with an average 
f.o.b. market of $2.00 per crate. 

The Arizona spring deal started off with

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story to be told. late spring frosts having 
killed the orchards’ promises in the bud. 
A few thousand boxes of apples were re- 
cently packed at Manzanar, but nearly all 
were taken down from the Sunland district 


at Bishop. Throughout the Owens Valley,

frosts wrought havoc and again made ap- 
parent its uncertainty as a fruit country. 
Though bearing heavily a fruitage of rare 
beauty and flavor most years, the freezing 
risk is seriously to be reckoned with. This 
element of uncertainty will in all probabil- 
ity lead to the discontinuance of orchard 
planting and use of the lands along surer 
and constantly remunerative channels. 

Like the rest of the valley Manzanar, 
with its prodigiously fertile soil, has plen- 
ty of other and reliable resources, actual 
and potential, the former including alfalfa, 
corn, potatoes, poultry, honey and garden 
ruck. The silken tasseled grain recently 
shocked there or stowed in silos would glad 
den the heart of any mid-western farmer 
with its tall, profusely leaved stalks and 
huge ears. At present the city is cutting 
the summer’s last stand of hay, particularly 
on the former Paget Ranch, and an illustra- 
tion with this article depicts its character. 
The mower and the sturdy team of blacks. 
driven by a Piute Indian who knows his 
business, belong to Los Angeles. Where 
the 100-ton stack looms up in a field of 
luxuriant young alfalfa was a six-year-old 
pear orchard when the property was ac- 
quired by the metropolitan owner. It was 
so hopelessly infested with blight that noth- 
ing could be done to redeem it and the 
trees accordingly were pulled out to make 
way for something better. 


HE'S TRYING ONIONS 
A comparatively new line to Inyo county 
is the earnest experiment of Uncle Ezra 
Taylor with a five-acre tract of onions. Mr. 
Taylor, long a grower in Indiana, Illinois! 
and Kansas, and with a total of more than 
fifty busy years in the game to his credit, 
apparently is more energetic than ever and 
enthuses over his Manzanar prospects. His 
aim is to produce market onions for ship-

Turkey Dividends 

RPRAWLEY.—This year sees the Imperial 
Valley Turkey Growers’ Association more 
stronaly intrenched than ever before. Last 
year some 4000 birds were marketed through 
the association, which brands its birds on 
the leg with the Blue Ribbon brand. It is 
expected that, nearly 5000 birds will 80 
out this year with a tag that guarantees 
quality. 

The importance of this tagging, to grower 
as well as consumer, cannot be exaggerated, 
those responsible for the idea say. There 
is only one way for the careful buyer to be 
certain of his purchase, they say, and that 
is to buy a guaranteed product. Imperial 
Valley has acquired a name for good tur- 
. That name, it is pointed out, can on- 
ly be maintained by a method that will guar- 
antee to the consumer a genuine, corn-fed 
turkey, and not a range fed bird masquerad- 
ing under an assumed name. 

The Imperial Valley Turkey Growers’ As- 
sociation was organized in 1924, when five 
members got together to try to solve the 
marketing problem. Ed Garthwaite, then 
farm adviser, was very much interested in 
the idea, and gave growers a great deal of 
information and help. In 1925 about 500 


birds were handled. The jump in 1926 was 
due to the fact that growers around Holt- 
ville took hold of the idea, and really pushed 
it to the point where it has proved itself fhe 
most profitable way of handling turkeys. 
The entire cost for handling last year 


ple room was given for cooling, and icing 
facilities were available in case of too 
warm nights. Birds were sent in barrels by 
express. A Los Angeles firm made the suc 
cessful bid on the' birds last season, guaran- 
teeing a certain amount and paying a bon- 
us for advanced markets. Both at Thanks- 
giving and Christmas growers received a 
bonus. This year the same company dis- 
tributes the birds, on a commission basis, 
with provision made for the grower re- 
ceiving his money as soon as the birds are 
weighed and graded at the shipping point. 
Advertising is done by the distributor, 
which gives the grower only the dressing 
and shipping for his problems. 


This year sheds will be run at both Holt- 
ville and Brawley. Trucks will call for tur- 
keys, and growers will be able to handle 
birds with no more inconvenience than when 
buyers called at ranches, and made bids 
that the grower must accept or refuse with- 
out any real knowledge of market condi- 
tions. 


RECORD CITRUS DEAL 


RIVERSIDE.—The Riverside district has 
recorded the biggest citrus year in its his- 
tory, with 5990 carloads of fruit shipped. 
Returns to growers were at least $7.000,000, 
and for the entire county will probably ex- 
ceed $10,000,000. There were 5643 carloads 
of oranges and grapefruit, and 347 carloads 
of lemons shipped from Riverside area dur 
ing the 1926-1927 season.

QUITS COTTON GROWING 


CALIPATRIA.—William Young, who for 
the past twelve years has been one of the 
largest growers of cotton in the north 
end of Imperial Valley, has quit that 
line, and is now engaged in the production 
of vegetables and melons on an extensive 
scale. He has recently leased 640 acres 
from the Balfour-Guthrie Company. The 
planting of 160 acres of early Laxatonia 
peas was completed by September and, it is 
expected the early plantings will be ready 
for harvest by the middle of November. The 
Hundred-Fold variety of peas was planted 
between October 1 and 15, and is expected 
to be ready for picking by the first of De- 
cember. 


BIG SPINACH ACREAGE 

PORTERVILLE.—Planting of spinach in 
the Porterville district, in preparation for 
the spring canning season, has recently been 
under way. About 250 acres will be devot- 
ed to cultivation of this vegetable, accord- 
ing to L. W. Walters, manager of the Por- 
terville plant of the Fred B. Neuhoff com- 
pany, first cutting of the spinach will be 
about March Ist. The local plant is being 
remodeled in preparation for the coming 
campaign. More than 200 women will be 
employed. Last season the Porterville plant 
put out 40,000 cases of spinach, and this 
year about 75,000 cases are anticipated.

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(Continued from Page Three) 
rate better than common prices. it has 
been demonstrated that onions from such 
elevations remain fresh and firm longer. - 

This is Mr. Taylor’s first year in the val- 
ley and his planting was late, but it looked 
splendid a few weeks ago and was already 
productive. The individual Riversides are 
large and smooth and the outlook so con- 
vincing that the aged but active ranchman 
plans a considerable acreage for 1928. There 
is a likelihood of development into an in- 
dustry of importance. 

Mr. Taylor, an intellectual as well as a 
farmer, can handle areas of scope advantag- 
eously because he has invented a special 
seeding apparatus and a cultivator adapted 
to big fields. These enable him either to 
plant or cultivate twelve rows at a time 
with one horse, thus dispensing with much 
extra labor. He figures on all branches of 
the onion endeavor but does not rely upon 
it exclusively, 
termed a general experimental farm on an 
intelligent basis that augurs success in 
several directions. 

With a flock of )white leghorn hens that 
he says maintains the high laying average 
of 65 per cent throughout the winter 
months, C. M. Butterfield has a chicken 
ranch that attracts attention. There are 
two university-type houses with equipment 
for 1000 layers. Mr. Butterfield has had 
fifteen years’ experience in the valley and 
is an expert who studies,every phase of 


the business for its betterment. He is a 


firm believer in alfalfa leaves, dampened by 
submerging but not soaked, as an all-year 
feed in addition to the usual mashes and 
grains, and his never-failing egg output 
justifies his faith, He has sustained no 
losses from chicken pox or other disease 
frequently prevalent outside the valley, he 
states, and declares the general mortality 
rate accordingly low. Owing to an injury 
sustained some months ago in an accident, 
Mr. Butterfield sold the ranch to W. E. All- 
son, who is carrying on without a hitch; 
but the former owner is now recovered and 
going back into the business that appeals 
to him above all others.

Before Los Angeles, through its Water Bu- 
reau, purchased the Manzanar holdings 1500 
acres was farmed.

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Land of Dreams 


UNDREDS of thousands in the East and 
Middle West cherish the hope of some 
day coming to California to live lives 

of comfort and enjoyment in our delightful 
climate. They work away, hosts of them, 
with that one end in view. Many thousands 
annually see their expectations realized. 
For most, undoubtedly, it is the fulfillment 
of a dream, and realization measures up to 
anticipation. For others, unfortunately, the 
reality falls far short of the vision. “Every 
prospect pleases,” it is true, but they may 
have forgotten that part of the line which 
reminds that man can be vile. 

Those of ample means can weather disil- 
lusionment in the shape of a poor invest- 
ment or misjudged venture, and try again. 
There are those, however, who have gath- 
ered the savings of a lifetime and come 
here fully convinced that anywhere in Cal- 
ifornia is paradise. These, too often, be- 
come victims of their own credulity, for 
California is not all paradise, nor are all 
who live in California angels. There are 
gentry here, as elsewhere, ever waiting to 
take the stranger in, and a lot of them are 
selling part of the worthless or near-worth- 
less land of which the Golden State, along 
with its wealth of good lands, is possessed. 
Thinking folk, it would seem, should realize 
that the crook, who abounds everywhere, 
is sure to be operating in a region whose 
very charm is calculated to attract count- 
less numbers of intending settlers, each, 
from the bunko man’s point of view, a po- 
tential victim. 

Much of the trouble seems to arise from 
the fact that many persons, shrewd enough 
to escape pitfalls in their own home com- 
munities, actually appear to leave what 
sense they have behind them when they 
come here. If the promises they hear are 
big enough (and the world’s champion prom- 
isers are right here,) they will buy anything 
anywhere, apparently satisfied that they are 
bound to come out all right. 

When disillusionment comes, and the nest 
egg is gone, they grow embittered and from 
believing everything, come to believe noth- 
ing. They go back home, like as not, to

the farming aspect of things,) such climatic 
advantages, such extended growing periods, 
such development possibilities, all combined, 
as our Pacific wonderland. The range of 
choice of opportunities is tremendous. 
There is plenty of agricultural land of as- 
sured value, and in variety to suit any grow- 
er, available for those who will look for it. 
There are innumerable possibilities of com- 
petence and more. There are, on the other 


‘ hand, plenty of poor or worthless offerings 


and innumerable traps, in the shape of mis- 
represented projects, for the easily gulled 
to bite on or walk into. An understanding 
of conditions, a knowledge based on actual 
investigation, is essential to intelligent in- 


vestment here as in any other part of the 


country, and he is indeed ripe for the pluck- 
ing who cannot and does not recognize the 
fact. 

This is indeed the land of dreams for lit- 
erally millions, but it doesn’t follow that 
it is a land of fairy tales, magically come 
true without effort of brain or hand upon 
the part of the dreamers. The prospective 
settler must have his wits about him in Cal- 
ffornia as in Michigan, Georgia, Iowa or 
Colorado, and nobody would buy a farm in 
those States without seeing it, studying its 
potentialities and deciding what it couid 
produce. It is too much to expect of our 
State that besides affording a paradise to 
live in, it should somehow act as wet nurse 
to people who go into a trance as soon as 
they get here. No universal yelp goes up 
when gullible folk are stung in other States, 
and California is working just as hard as any 
to weed out unscrupulous land promoters. 


Good Vegetable Outlook 


Rains in all vegetable sections of the 
State early in November have been of 
great benefit to all growing crops, accord- 
ing to the November report of conditions 
just issued by the bureaw of crop and live- 
stock estimates of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, in co-operation with 
the California Department of Agriculture. 
No damaging frosts have occurred in any of 
the main vegetable sections since the sec 
ond week in October, and all crops have 
been enjoying favorable conditions. The 
head lettuce crop has been planted in the 
Imperial Valley area, and thinning has been 
done in the Salt River Valley of Art 
zona. The combined acreage in the 
Imperial Valley and Arizona for harvest 
during December, January and February is 
estimated at 32,210 acres. Celery, toma- 
toes, cauliflower and artichokes in Southern 
California areas are maturing rapidly, with 
excellent prospects of a good crop. 


Walnut Cover Crop 


The season is at hand when growers can 
give attention to cover crops in their walnut 
groves, say experts with the agricultural 
At least three-quarters 
of the foliage must be on the ground and 
turned under or pulverized before a cover 
crop can be successfully started, they ad- 


vise. If this is not done the leaves will fall 


on the young plants, smothering the crop 
under the trees. Crops to be used consist 


of the two old standbys, Melilotus indica 


and purple vetch. Between these two there 
is not much choice. Melilotus indica seed 
will cost a little less than purple vetch. This 
cost may be the deciding factor. The main 
thing about getting in a cover crop, is to 
wait until the leaves are down. Then, with 
adequate water and a good seed bed, the 
cover crop can be grown successfully. Use 
of non-legumes; such as rye and barley is 
to be discouraged, the extension service 
men Mate. Only a leguminous cover crop, 
they point out, can “fix” nitrogen from the

Record Citrus Deal 

California growers have maintained their 
reputation as leaders in co-operative mar- 
keting, to judge by the annual report of 
E. G. Dezell, general manager of the Cali 
fornia Fruit Growers’ Exchange, just re- 
leased. Based on returns for the organiza- 
tion, which markets practically three-fourths 
of the California citrus crop, the industry 
returned for the year ending October 31, 
approximately $120,000,000 on 70,600 car- 
loads of oranges, lemons and grapefruit, the 
highest figures for both volume of ship 
ment and returns in the history of the in- 
dustry. Returns f.o.b. California were 
nearly $22,000,000 ahead of last year, and 
shipments nearly 7000 cars greater. The

WATER WAR SETTLED 

RIVERSIDD.—Differences over irrigating 
water which led litigants to the Superior 
Court have apparently been settled between 
the Elsinore water users and the Temescal 
Water Company of Corona with the ratifi- 
cation of an agreement at a recent mass 
meeting. As a result, court actions are ex- 
pected to be withdrawn immediately by the 
plaintiffs against the Temescal Water Com- 
pany. Lake Elsinore, the largest natural 
fresh water lake in Southern California will 
be maintained at a stated level, according 
to the agreement. Trouble arose over the 
erection of a 70-foot dam at Railroad can- 
yon, near Elsinore, by the Corona Company, 


to impound waters owned by this company, 


for irrigation purposes. The dam will now 
be constructed, and one-sixth of the waters 
will be allowed to flow into the gravel cone 
below the dam, where it will be stored un- 
derground to replenish the supply for wells. 
The Temescal Water Company is to pay to 
the Elsinore Water Users Association, $23,- 
000 to be used in defraying expenses of lit- 
igation already incurred.

She Says Onions Keep 
Turkeys Healthy 


REDLANDS.—She did it with onions! At 
least Mrs. Gilbert Angrimson of Eighth ave- 
nue in Yucaipa says that oniong have had 
a lot to do with the raising 165 fine turkeys, 
which will bring her a good return this 
year. Hard work and knowing how, of 
course, had a lot to do with it, but she 
maintains that she kept her birds healthy 
by feeding them plenty of onions. “On- 
jons are a tonic, a preventive and a medi- 
eine all rolled in one, for turkeys,” says Mrs 
Angrimson. 

Pighteen months ago she started with 
twenty turkey eggs.. She hatched nineteen 
of them, even going so far as to seal one 
up with adhesive tape when it was cracked. 
The coyotes got one turkey, the cat one and 
she raised seventeen. She sold nine tur- 
keys for $57.65 and kept eight hens and a 
gobbler. From the eight hens this year, 
she secured eggs for setting to raise 165 tur- 
keys herself, and sold $50 of day-old chicks 
and eggs. She has sold $100 worth, and 
now has 148 ready for the holiday market. 
Her total return this year will be close to 
$1000 she thinks. 


He Finds “Desert Gold” 
on Turkey Ranch 


VICTORVILLE.—Prospectors * who, with 
faithful burro, pick and grub sack, wan- 
dered up and down the California desert in 
search of gold, have nearly all passed away. 
In their stead have come a race of sturdy 
pioneers who are finding gold in the shape 
of a comfortable living by making the des- 
ert produce crops. Theodore Owens is one 
of these. 

Four years ago Mr. Owens started 4 tur- 
key ranch on the edge of the Mojave des- 
ert near Victorville. He saw in this elt 
mate an ideal condition for raising turkeys. 
He has developed all the water he can use 
at twenty-seven feet, and with this he ‘has 
brought along a field of alfalfa where tur- 
keys and other stock range. Mr. Owens 
specializes in “Golden Bronze” turkeys. Re- 
cently he had more than 3000 birds ready 
for the holiday markets. 

These turkeys have all been hatched on 


the ranch from eggs produced at home. The

He 
buys only the best stock for breeding pur- 
poses. Some of his birds have been prize 
winners at various fairs and shows held in 
Southern California. 


He Raises Large Flock 
for “Turkey” Day 


SAN MIGUEL.—Among those who are 
making good in the turkey business around 
here this season, Norman Kerr, deserves 
special mention. For a number of years 
Mr. Kerr has been interested in turkeys, 
and many times has raised small flocks as 
a sideline to his other poultry enterprises, 
Last season, however, after a visit to sever- 
al large turkey ranches, he decided to go 
into the business on a large scale. 

Accordingly, he leased a piece of hilly land 
in Stone Canyon, near San Miguel, erected 
fences and built brooding quarters for young 
poults. Part of the land was seeded to 
grain. Incubator houses were erected, and 
everything put in ship shape for a large flock 
of turkeys. Breeding stock of 200 hens and 
twenty toms, ve secured from various 
sources. 

Recently Mr. Kerr's flock totaled 3800 tur- 
keys, and most of them were on the range 
fattening for the Thanksgiving and Decem- 
ber holiday trade. Mr. Kerr has had un- 
usually good luck with his birds, as he re 
ports that only five per cent of those 
hatched have been lost. This, he says, has 
been due to the adoption of. preventative 
measures. Sick birds have been promptly re- 
moved to quarters segregated from the re 
mainder of the flock. Baby turkeys are tak- 
en from the incubator to small brooder 
houses, properly heated, and are kept there 
in groups of 100 birds to the house until 
they are about six weeks old. 

Baby turkeys are fed a ration of sour 
milk, green feed and mash for the first 
week, after which hard grain is gradually 


introduced until they are turned on the 


range. Mr. Kerr hopes to raise a flock of 
at least 8000 birds for next season.

Out of this intricate mass of bloom, of 
which no two selective seedlings are iden- 
tically alike, he considers only approximate- 
ly three varieties out of every thousand as

are used annually. Mr. Broomall asserts, 
however, that since a heavy dressing of wel! 
rotted cow manure was applied about eight 
years ago, no fertilizer, except the yearly 
admixture of home-made humus has been 
needed. He finds it a good plan to allow 
his home flock of Rhode Island Reds and 
Black Banta to patrol the property for, 
in addition to the healthful exercise they 
get, they contribute to the soil fertility, and 
reduce the quota of slugs and harmful in- 
sects that would injure his plants. By 
means of an overhead system of sprinklers, 
the ground is thoroughly saturated every 
eight or ten days, depending upon soil con- 
ditions, and the character of the foliage, 
which is washed clean under each “shower.” 
The garden is cultivated soon after each ir- 
rigation. 

Despite the fact that he has produced a 
great many prize winning dahlias, Broomall 
feels confident that “the best dahlia is yet 
to come.” His present favorite is 
Laelia Pink, a new seedling of marvelous 
coloring, whose enormous flowers are a 
revelation to all dahlia devotees. 


Cotton Continues Good 


The 1927 California cotton crop still shows 
excellent promise, according to the Novem- 
ber report of the bureau of crop and live- 
stock estimates of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, co-operating with the 
State Department of Agriculture. The sum- 
mary indicates a production of 93,000 bales, 
from 127,000 acres planted this season. The 
cotton crop is somewhat later than normal 
in California, although the same conditions 
prevail in other cotton States. Ginnings in 
California to November first totaled 34,000 
bales, which is estimated at about 36:5 per- 
cent of the prospective crop. The condition 
of cotton in Lower California, Mexico, is 
reported as 87 per cent on November 1.

good prices along about March 10, with the 
Imperial movement out of the way. As this 
season is the best for producing lettuce, 
the yields were high and quality ruled. All 
operators made money, with an average 
f.o.b. market of $2.00 per crate. 

The next movement was the central coast- 
al districts, pricipally Guadalupe, Watson- 
ville and Salinas. The acreage this year was 
very large, and extremely favorable weath- 
er conditions were experienced during the 
growing season. Owing to the late spring 
in the territory surrounding the principal 
consuming centers, which held back home- 
grown supplies, the start of the coastal 
deal was profitable. Early in May, there 
was a very hot spell, and considerable let- 
tuce was ruined. This reduced shipments, 
however, and held the price up to a profit- 
able level. The average f.o.b. return for 
the deal was $2.00 to $2.25 per crate. 

The Washington deal got under way 
around June 1, this year, and growers se- 
cured very high prices at the start. Let- 
tuce sold as high as $3.50 to $4 per crate, 
f.o.b. But as soon as the Colarado move- 
ment commenced, the market slumped, and 
the latter part of the Washington deal was 
unfavorable. But owing to the high price 
ruling during he first few weeks of the 
movement, the average f.0.b. was around 
$2.25 per crate, and all operators made a 
reasonable profit for their efforts. 

The Colorado deal, starting in July with 
an unusually large acreage, did not pan out 
well for the grow#r and shipper. Favorable 
growing r in the territory surround- 
ing the larger consuming centers made 
avaliable sufficient home-grown supplies to 
make shipments unprofitable, and heavy 
losses “Incurred by operators. Total 
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1926, and the average f.o.b. was $1.15 to 
$1.25 per crate.

The crop is now growifig very 
rapidly and promises to be of good yield 
and fancy quality. It is generally believed 
that prices will be fairly high.

T are thousands of acres of bad al- 
kali land in Los Angeles county, some 
of which is producing a little Bermuda 
grass or salt grass for pasture purposes, but 
most of which is standing absolutely idle. 
For years the common practice of reclaim- 
ing such land has been to leach out the al- 
kali salts. There are many plots, however, 
where the alkali is so bad that the soil will 
not take any water. There is an example 
ot this condition at the Los Angeles County 
Farm at Hondo. Several attempts have 
been made to leach out some of the worst 
alkali spots there, but the water has only 
puddled the soil. Some chemical treatmegts, 
all more or less in the experimental stage, 
show good for the future reclaim- 
ing of alkali lands, but much is still to be 
learned about these methods. There is a 
crop, however, which can be grown in alkali 
soils, and which will yield a fair income. 
This crop is Rhodes Grass. 

The grass is a native of Africa, and was 
first introduced into this country in 1909. 
Its scientific name is Cleloras Gayana, but 
because of its recognition and introduction 
to cultivation by the great statesman and 
builder, Cecil Rhodes, it is commonly called 
Rhodes Grass. 


It has proven to be well adapted to the 


climatic conditions of Texas and Southern 
California. Because of its great alkali tol- 
erance, it should be better known in those 
sections of California where constant irri- 
gation, over a long period of years, has 
brought about a high water table and alkali. 
It is a persistent perennial in this part of 
the country, where there is no danger of 
winter killing from cold weather. 
FOUND IT VALUABLE 

George Dockstader, of Downey, has an 
alkali patch of about an acre and a quarter, 
which he planted to Rhodes Grass in the 
later part of July, 1925. By the middle of 
the following October, the grass stood from 
three and one-half to four feet high. This 
plot is now in its third season, and Mr.

Dockstader states that, although he has 
given it no irrigation this summer and has 
pastured two horses and a cow on it most 
of the time, it still shows a good stand. 
Rhodes Grass is an excellent pasture grass, 
because, it forms a firm sod and can with- 
stand heavy trampling. Mr. Dockstader has 
also used his crop as a green feed for poul- 
try. In many sections, it is used as hay, 
and as such ranks with timothy. 

While Mr. Dockstader has not irrigated 
his grass this summer, the accepted prac- 
tice for obtaining best results is to irrigate 
lightly about once a month during the sum- 
mer months. At the University Farm at 
Davis, where the crop was irrigated regu- 
larly, they cut from five to eight tons of 
hay and pastured four steers to the acre 
during the summer. 

The Rhodes Grass at the Los Angeles 
County farm, which was planted in 1926, 
has been cut but once, and it was then al- 
lowed to seed heavily. William Harriman, 
farm superintendent, has followed this prac- 
tice in order to thicken the stand and cover 
the bare spots. 
in this planting to cut for hay or feed. 
purpose has been solely to improve the 


soil, and to get something to grow on the 


alkali lands. The planting was made in 
the very worst alkali spot on the farm, 
where nothing had ever been produced be- 
fore. Today, Rhodes Grass covers practical- 
ly all of the infested area. 

GETTING IT STARTED 

The original planting of Rhodes Grass 
does not always look as promising as it 
might, for the seed does not always germi- 
nate easily. But in the course of a few 
months, it spreads itself by means of stol- 
ons or runners, which strike out roots at 
the nodes, in much the same Manner as 
Bermuda Grass. 

At the Les Angeles County farm the seed- 
ing was accomplished by merely spreading 
seed on the surface of the soil, and keeping 
it’ moist until germination took place. It 
was noticed that a quicker and higher pe» 
centage of germination occurred in the spots 
where the workmen had accidentally run 
their shovels over the surface after plant- 
ing. This would indicate that the seed does 
better when slightly embedded in a moist 
soil surface. It has been found, however, 
that planting deep, even to one-fourth of an 
inch, gives very poor germination. 

One grower in this county says that he 
finds plowing will kill mature Rhodes Grass, 
but that discing and harrowing will improve 
the growth and help spread the stand to 
barren spots. This process also helps 
thicken the stand. : 

One of the cultural difficulties with this 
grass has been poor seed. In some places 
the grass has been transplanted. It seems 
that it would be an entirely feasible plan 
to plow up a mature field in the spring, and 
to rake up the plants or crowns with a 
spring-tooth harrow or hay rake. This cut 
crop could then be disced into new plots 
or barren spots. 

There are many alkali areas in Southern 
California which are unproductive and eye- 
sores to communities. These areas might 
well be improved in looks and in soil con- 
ditions, and made to yield some income to 
their owners, if Rhodes Grass were planted.

State Water Problems 
Are Discussed _ 


RIVERSIDE.—Great local interest was 
aroused during the recent annual conven- 
tion of the California Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation here, over the address given by Prof. 
Frank Adams of the University of Califor- 
nia on the present and future water problems 
of thig State. Prof. Adams pointed out that 
the water situation, formerly a local prob- 
lem, is now of Statewide interest, and a 
matter of consideration for all groups in- 
22 in the future development ot the 

tate. 

Water is now a Statewide proposition 
for the following four reasons, said Prof. 
Adams: first we have created a water val- 
ve not surpassed in this country; second, 
local supplies are insufficient, and must be 
supplemented immediately; third, water is 
needed for the development of hydro-elec- 
tric power, which in many instances will be 
of benefit for irrigation purposes, and which 
also brings into conflict the city and agr. 
cultural needs; fourth, the future develop- 
ment of large areas of barren land in the 
State depends entirely upon the securing 
of adequate water supplies 

Despite the fact that the greatest need 
of water is to be found in Central and 
Southern California, the source of supply is 
largely in the northern one-third of the 
State, daid Prof. Adams. For every five 
acre feet available for use in the Sacra- 
mento Valley, there are but one and one- 
half acre feet available for use in the San 
Joaquin Valley, in spite of the larger acre- 
age in the southern area. Los Angeles 
and other Southern California districts have 
only the local supply and the Colorado Riv- 
er to depend on. 

The State engineering department is at 
present working on a “co-ordinated plan of 
water conservation” for California. This 
plan calls for extensive storage facilities, 
which will cost mifiions of dollars, but it 
provides the only method yet devised for a 
uniform distribution of water. Several new 
water laws were passed by the recent Legis- 
lature, which should improve the situation 
within a short time, said the speaker. Gov- 
ernor Young has also appointed a legislative 
committee to investigate and report on the 
water problem in 1929. 

Summarizing the situation, Prof. Adams 
advises legislative action to prevent the un- 
economic use of water; a co-ordination of 
interests to work toward a solution of the 
problem which will benefit the State as a 
whole; ways and means for the construc- 
tion of huge storage reservoirs, so that waz

FRESNO,—Avocados, still in the experi- 
mental stage as far north as the central 
San Joaquin Valley, are doing well in the 
little foothill district of Tivy valley twenty- 
five miles east of Fresno near Piedra on 
the Kings River. From an acre of trees, 
containing 67 specimens of twelve varieties, 
G. R. Worman is taking a profitable crop, 
selling fruit both in San Francisco and Los 
Angeles markets, as well as disposing of 
quite a bit at the ranch itself.

conditions it is necessary to liberate on 
only a small percentage of the light infes- 
tations and both medium and heavy infes- 
tations can be checked with liberated Cryp- 
tolaemus with only nominal injury to the 
property from the attack of the mealy bug. 
Unfortunately, fleld conditions were such 
this season that while they permitted the 
normal development of the mealy bug the 
prolonged cool, damp weather materially
